Second, to reign on the earth a 
thousand years.

little man in the folds of an almighty God stood 

without the walls of Rome, his bosom heaving with 
a burden for the lost until he cried, “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth; to the Jew first, 
and also to the Greek.” 

The apostle knew, from experience and observation, that 
it was a whole gospel. He had been delivered, he, “THE 
CHIEFEST OF SINNERS.” 

The apostle knew it was for the whole man, for every 
inch of him was absorbed in God. Remember, he said, “I 
beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reasonable service.” 

The apostle knew it was the whole world, for he said, 
“...it is the power of God unto salvation to EVERY ONE 
THAT BELIEVETH.” 

The apostle knew of the Colosseum in Rome, but that did 
not dismay him. He did not have cheap religion; CHRIST 
DIED FOR HIM. HOW COULD HE AFFORD TO DO LESS 
FOR CHRIST? As a group of us stood in the ruins of the 
old Colosseum in Rome a few weeks ago, I sensed a sweet 
tone as it fairly reverberated through my being. Before me 
stood the ruins of the house of slaughter, a place once 
drenched with the blood of martyrs who were bought with 
the blood of Christ; a place where Nero and his hordes 
glutted themselves with the screams of dying Christians. 
It is said that nothing pierced the dark-laden air of these 
dreadful nights but the cries and screams of dying, writh- 
ing, Christians yet I was thrilled as I heard, as zephyrs from 
heaven, the words of the apostle, “While we look not 
at the things which are seen, but at the things which are 
not seen: for the things which are seen are temporal; but 
the things which are not seen are eternal.” 

The Colosseum is now a mass of ruins, its glory gone. Not 
so with the little man of Tarsus, for he, knowing the glory 
that should follow, was faithful and carried on the mes- 
sage of the WHOLE GOSPEL FOR THE WHOLE MAN IN 
E WHOLE WORD, then pillowed his head on the bosom 
of the Saviour. 


Piiive'm 1:16 is not a myth, a fad, or a fancy. A 
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Let each of us join the ranks as a gospel messenger—in 
word, in deed, in truth—and carry it by supporting the 
cause of missions. We can and must send others. We can 
and must hold the ropes at home while our missionaries 
go into the depths of heathendom with this glorious mes- 
sage. 

All of us want a part in carrying the WHOLE GOSPEL 
TO THE WHOLE MAN IN THE WHOLE WORLD. “So, as 
much as in me is, I am ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also.” 

The apostle realized his frailty and weakness, yet he 
threw himself on a sacrificial altar and said, as it were, 
“Here, take me as I am; all is surrendered,” “for as much 
as in me is, I am ready.” In many lives this is a far cry 
from the consecrations of our day. Paul proved his pro- 
fession in actual production. His faith was alive; “as I 
live, with all that is within me, I am ready to preach the 
gospel.” We are not all apostle Pauls, but all of us can say 
as he, “So, as much as in me is, I am ready.” 

Notice a few examples: Livingstone, Carey, and so many 
others who were forerunners in the great missionary enter- 
prise, but these are not all. Brother Edmund Stark’s body 
was left in a crudely hewn coffin in Angola, Africa. Broth- 
er C. T. Furman said, “Let me die with the people for 
whom I have lived and worked,” in the land of his calling 
—Guatemala. Many young men and women of our day are 
dedicating their lives, joining the ranks taking up the 
cross, and sounding the battlecry—THE WHOLE GOSPEL 
FOR THE WHOLE MAN FOR THE WHOLE WORLD! The 
Pullins of Guatemala are following in the steps of the 
many who have gone on before. All these mentioned did 
not, are not looking at the ruins of the Colosseum, or the 
cold, damp catacombs, but at the glory that shall be re- 
vealed. No, they are not so much as looking for a diamond 
—studded crown of gold, for they know that when they 
shall see Jesus they will doff their crowns and cast them 
at His feet, for He is worthy, and He it is who will be 
crowned. Yea, a crown is not all for which they are work- 
ing, but “JUST ONE GLIMPSE OF HIM IN GLORY”; that’s 
it! Just to see Jesus will repay everyone. While in God’s to- 
morrows, beholding the yesterdays, we shall know that it 
was by grace we were saved through the gospel for man 
in the world. 

Persecutions cannot be avoided in this business of 
preaching the gospel. As long as Satan is the god of this 
world we might as well get ready for the battle, as he is to 
hinder at every turn. It is said that one hundred million 
have hazarded their lives for the gospel, and even today 
death marches against the saints. 

In Italy many, many are being imprisoned for the cause 
of Christ. Full-gospel preachers have been arrested time 
and again. I have met them and have documentary proof 
of these facts. The Christians are greatly persecuted in 
Russia today. Many missionaries have died at cruel hands 
in China in the past few years. This is not the will of the 
people in general, but the result of a system, the same kind 
of system that will be a reign of terror in the days of the 
antichrist. Still the gospel must be spread. 

Can you say with Paul, “I am ready to preach”; “I am 
ready to go”; “I am ready to give”? 

The dividends of service for missions will not be paid on 
this end of the road, but on the other end, where Christ 
will be waiting. I trust many souls will be there as a credit 
to our service to God and His great cause, the cause of 
missions.

GREETINGS from the Gahisnus

We are now in our eighth month of the mission work in 
the Bahamas, and have not written to the Evangel family 
before. Perhaps you would like to know a little of the work 
that is being done. 

Our state convention, rather what is rightfully an island 
convention, was held at the headquarters church. There 
was an outstanding crowd and success. We were very 
pleased to see the ministers and members of all the outer 
islands gather into the lovely city of Nassau for this great 
feast. The program was well arranged and, of course, 
plenty spicy. The good brethren from the States seemed 
to enjoy this great time. I was well pleased to see the pow- 
er of God being manifested. Reverend G. R. Underwood, 
of West Virginia, danced with all his might before the Lord. 


At the close of this great convention, at once we began 
our task of visiting the brethren of the outer islands. I was 
met with a hearty welcome by all, and the hospitality 
shown was greatly appreciated. 

We have ten districts, which called for ten district con- 
ventions. To my surprise, we were able to make all of 
them. Some said it was impossible for the overseer to at- 
tend each of these conventions, but we made them. Riding 
in a small mail boat to the various islands and cays, being 
tossed and driven by the winds and waves, we made it in 
good condition, while many of the nationals lay like dead 
men and women on the boat, sick and weary. The state 
evangelist, Reverend John H. Davis, thought the new over- 
seer was making a good seaman. All the district conven- 
tions were well attended, and many souls were added to the 
kingdom of God, for which we praise the Lord. 

The ministers and friends seemed to be charmed by the 
first sight of Nassau. We heard most of them say, “This is 
a lovely place to live,” and to that we agree. We should 
like for those who attend the island convention next year 
to be privileged to attend the district conventions with us. 
Poverty and distress are to be found in the Bahamas. Your 
heart would ache to see the humble way many of the 
islanders live, yet their way of living does not affect their 
charming way of entertaining the delegates to their con- 
vention. These people have won a warm place in my heart, 
and I wish to be of greater service to them. There is much 
to be done here. Many have not heard the full gospel 
preached. We have several places that a good work could 
be established, if we only had workers and finance to do 
the job. God has placed upon our hearts the task of send- 
ing someone to San Salvador. I believe we shall get a 
work established for the Church of God there. 

We have a fine group of people at Ackline Island. At 
present they are having services in their new building, 
which is without a roof. It will cost about $280 to complete 
the building, which we hope to be able to do soon. These 
are the stormy months, and because of the incompleteness 
of the buildings, many are not permitted to have church. 
Communism has closed many church doors in different 
sections of the world, but our church doors are closed be- 
cause we have no roof on many of our buildings. My 
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prayer is that God will burden someone to send a special 
offering for these churches. 

I can buy a nice building lot for one of these groups for 
the sum of $60 and a building could be erected for about 
$280. The greatest cost would be the roof, windows, and 
doors, as we have plenty of rock and sand to construct the 
main building. 

You will be proud to see the lovely new church on East 
Street where Brother Eneas is now pastoring, also the new 
church on Wolfe Road where Brother Davis is pastoring. 
Neither of these churches are completed, but all are work- 
ing hard day by day to complete the job. 

The cooperation and unity of the brethren is great. Each 
of the brethren has treated me wonderfully. A spirit of re- 
vival seems to be sweeping throughout the Bahamas. 

We covet your prayers that God will help us to establish 
a school at the headquarters church. Many of the children 
do not get the proper education because of the lack of 
qualified teachers. We were unable to get our little girl in 
the better schools here, so we had to send her back to the 
States to attend school. 

We enjoy the Evangel, the Lighted Pathway, and all the 
state papers that are sent us. 

We wish for you and all the ministers, workers, and 
friends of the Church of God a happy and prosperous year 
for His cause and kingdom. ‘

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e Burning Volcano Portrays Regions Below

On July 4 we took our visitors to see one of the volcanoes 
that is in action. Hawaii is one of the few places where 
people run to, instead of from, the erupting volcano. People 
come from all the other islands, even from the mainland, 
just to see Pele in action. Pele is the goddess of Hawaiin 
mythology, who rules Hawaii’s volcanoes. Thousands 
throng to the edge of the crater to watch the fireworks. 
At night it’s quite a sight to see the people standing around 
the rim of the crater; they look like trees silhouetted 
against the red glare of the fire from the pit below. Kilauea 
Volcano is an elongated dome built up by countless layers 
of lava erupted from the central crater, and from lines of 
craters extending both to the southwest and the east from 
the summit. The summit is collapsed in a broad, shallow 
depression, floored with recent lava flows. Within the great 
crater depression is a vast pit, Halemaumau, which is the 
most active vent of. Kilauea. As long as the lava stays 
within the walls of the pit, people are able to walk up to 
the very edge of the rim. 

Before this present eruption the floor of the pit was 
about 95 acres extent and about 740 feet below the level of 
the rim. After 18 years of quietude, the fire pit has come 
back to life and the floor of the pit is a boiling lake of 
active lava. There are huge cracks near the rim of the 
crater, and there is a sign saying, “Danger. Walls may 
collapse any time. Advance at your own risk.” Still that 
doesn’t stop the people; they edge up to within three and 
four feet of the rim so they can get a better view of the 
spouting lava fountains. 

I am amazed at people’s daring, I think of the man who 
went down into the crater. I read some books on the his- 
tory of the islands, which told about a couple committing 
suicide by leaping down into the crater. A reward was of- 
fered to anyone bringing up the bodies. A Japanese man 
took the offer and was lowered into the pit. It was quite a 
task. When he finally got to the floor, he sat down and ate 
his lunch before hoisting the bodies up, then started on his 
way back up the wall of the crater. I guess, if he is still 
living, he must be very glad that the volcano did not erupt 
while he was having his lunch. 

Isn’t it like the human race, though, to dangerously 
stand at the brink of eternal destruction and still not real- 
ize their wretched condition? This is the second eruption 
we have witnessed since being on this island. During the 
first eruption, June, 1950, we were in a revival meeting with 
Brother A. W. Brummett. This was Mauna Loa, which is 
to the west of the present active volcano. Lava flows from 
Mauna Loa occupy many, many miles of the surface 
of the island and its bulk extends from ocean bot- 
tom, 18,000 feet below, to its highest point 13,680 feet above 
sea level. It was the most spectacular sight I have ever 
seen. For miles around the sky was a brilliant red from the 
glow of the burning mountain, alive with red-hot lava. The 
glow was seen on Oahu, 200 miles away. We were able to 
walk right up to the edge of the flow where the lava had 
cooled on top. We could not remain long at a time because 
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of the gaseous fumes and the heat of the smoldering lava 
underneath the cold crust that had formed on top. Several 
hundred feet away were flowing streams of red-hot lava 
running down the mountainside and crashing into the 
sea. One of the streams flowed off. the main flow and 
formed a lake of fire just below where we were standing. 
The police had the drivers park their cars so that in case 
of a new break from the volcano they would be sure of a 
quick getaway. One man was trapped between two flows of 
molten lava for 28 hours before he was rescued. During 
the 1942 eruption, a lava stream moved toward Hilo and 
stopped about 11 miles above the city, after having ad- 
vanced 17 miles in a week. The heat of the lava is so in- 
tense, that a year after the 1950 flow we could drive over 
the lava beds and feel the warmth of the heat. In some 
places we could burn paper. You would think that seeing 
this in reality would make the people realize there is a 
burning hell and turn to God before it is too late. Sad to 
say, their hearts are hardened to the gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


Working Together 


We have been busy on several projects these past 
months. As a money-raising project for our church fund, 
we gave each member twenty-five cents as talent money, 
which they were to turn in three months from the date 
they received it. As we have a small L.W.W.B., the men 
pitch in and do their part. When the L.W.W.B. had its 
monthly meeting in June, all the men and children who 
worked brought in their talents. The total amount turned 
in was $244. Two men won the first and second prizes, hav- 
ing the highest amounts, one with $33.00 and the other 
$32.25. A Bible and Testament for fishers of men were the 
prizes. After the meeting the ladies treated all to cake and 
pie. 

We believe they did well with their talents, considering 
the time they had to spend on it. We had to raise our rent, 
then we were in a revival in May. When we received word 
from Brother Hawkins as to when the convention would 
be, we worked on plans for a food sale to help raise money 
to help the people with their fares. We had one food sale 
in May and another June 28. We made laulau (the Ha- 
waiian dish wrapped up in ti leaves). One of the ranches 
donated a pig, and one of our member’s father sent us 
beef from another island, so our expense was cut down. 
The pork, beef, salt, salmon, and butterfish are cut in 
pieces, wrapped in taro leaves, then in ti leaves, and 
steamed for several hours. When the laulau is cooked, the 
ti leaves are unwrapped and just the taro leaves and the 
meat are eaten. We made 500 laulaus out of 130 pounds of 
pork. The price is three for a dollar. We made a little over 
a hundred dollars’ profit, as we didn’t have to pay for the 
meat. Another rancher sent a check for $50 to help on our 
fund to send delegates to the convention. The money we 
raised, including that, amounted to approximately $230.

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A Survey of the Church of God «

Reverend J. H. Hughes, Jessie F. O’Hara, and I arrived 
in Germany of July 7, 1952, from the World Pentecostal 
Fellowship Meeting in London, England. We arrived by 
plane in Frankfurt, where we were privileged to ride with 
the Lausters to our headquarters work in Germany, in the 
fine little town of Krehwinkel. 

I do not wish to appear partial to one work above any 
other of our mission work throughout the world, but this 
issue of the Macedonian Call will be somewhat partially 
dedicated to our work in Germany in order that we might 
give this survey. You may rest assured that other lands 
will be given the same preference as time goes by. 

A sincere perusal of this report of the accomplishment of 
the Church and the handiwork of God in this land as a re- 
sult of your financial support will give you a keener in- 
sight than you have ever had before. I suggest that you 
read it carefully with prayer, and you will feel a praise in 
your heart. 

WEILER: This church is pastored by Walter and Bobbie 
Lauster. Here is a beautiful red-brick building worth 
$20,000. It has lovely pews and polished natural wood in- 
terior, red-tile roof, full Sunday School facilities in the 
basement, and a seven-room parsonage and bath over the 
auditorium. It is in a lovely location, with beautiful land- 
scaped frontage and fruit trees. The building is about 30 
by 60 feet. Weiler pays $150 in tithes monthly and $50 in 
offerings. They only owe $250 on their church. They have 
a membership of 70 and an average attendance of 118. It 
has a splendid group of young people, a fine Sunday 
School, and an established Y.P.E. 

DENKENDORF: Our next journey was to Denkendorf, 
and we found a nice brick building being built here. When 
completed, it will be 30 by 60 feet in size, with a parsonage 
and Sunday School facilities: It is worth $18,000. We have 
a membership here of 25 and an attendance that runs 
around 50. However, they are worshiping in a home at 
present where they don’t have much room for expansion, 
but they will soon be in a new church, and they expect to 
double their membership soon after the dedication. I must 
not forget to tell you that they have a fine group of young 
people and this group renders special singing and music 
at each service. The pastor is Brother Otto Sonder, of 
Stuttgart. 

URBACH: Urbach has no building of its own, but mem- 
bers of the church have furnished a nice basement room 
and made a nice chapel in which services are held regu- 
larly. The Sunday School has been established, and they 
have a church membership of 32. 

PLUDERHAUSEN: One of the members of this church, 
who owns a flour and sawmill, has built a fine chapel 
here and furnished it. It has fine pews and an organ, and 
on Sunday it will not hold all the people. It pays $65 a 
month in tithes and $65 in offerings. The membership is 
34, and the average attendance is 55. They have a fine 
group of young people and a Sunday School and Y.P.E. es- 
tablished. Brother Lambert Delong is the pastor and is do- 
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in GERMANY 


ing a fine job. We have located a very beautiful lot in this 
town, 100 by 160 feet, in the very heart of the village, right 
near the school and the depot. This lot can be purchased 
for $1,000. We trust the Lord will lay it on the heart of 
someone to help in buying this lot. 

GMUND: Here is a big city, but all looked discouraging 
because we could not find a place to worship. Lately we 
have secured a big building, but it is in very poor condition. 
We rented it for 15 years at $50 a year. We have remodeled 
a nice big room in this building and ceiled and furnished 
it with pews. It will accommodate 150 people. It was my 
privilege to be here when this place was dedicated. It was 
packed to capacity, and the Lord blessed in a mighty way. 
His Spirit was present throughout the entire service. It 
pays over $50 a month in tithes and offerings, has 21 mem- 
bers and an average attendance of over 50. Of course, since 
going into the new building we expect it to be 150. They 
have a great group of young people here, a fine young peo- 
ple’s meeting and Sunday School. Most of the people that 
attend here are refugees from the Russian Zone, but they 
have a great hunger for God. 

BACKNANG: Here we have erected a church from an 
Army barrack, worth about $1,000, situated in a nice loca- 
tion on a rented lot. It pays $25 in tithes and offerings 
monthly. They have a fine group of young people, and they 
have an overflow crowd of people, with nearly 100 standing 
outside at service time. Others are ready to unite with the 
church. It has 16 members at present. 

BALINGEN: This church is in the French Zone. They 
have been holding meetings in the Pool Hall upstairs, but 
they were recently put out and so by faith they purchased 
a house with three apartments upstairs, two of which can 
be rented and the other used for pastor’s quarters. The 
building downstairs accommodates 125 people. Yes, they 
bought this on faith—that is, the workers in Germany. The 
Lausters and many of their good people donated their en- 
tire monthly salaries, put all that money together for the 
monthly payment, and trusted God for the rest, which 
amounted to $2,000. God is opening the way for them, but 
they are praying that the Lord will supply this need. We 
believe He will. You may look to hear of greater things 
from the Church of God in the French Zone, in the town 
of Balingen. 

I cannot take time or space in this issue to give you the 
rest that we should like to present, such as the Church of 
God work in Winnenden. It has a lot 60 by 300 feet. They 
have barrack material here worth $1,000. Plans have been 
drawn for a nice chapel 38 by 40 feet, worth $4,000. 

GEISLINGEN: Another field where the flag of truth is 
waving high. 

MUNTER: This is a suburban town of Stuttgart. The 
people rent a nursery for worship. The membership is 40 
and the attendance 55. The work is going nicely here. 

Then we have churches in the following towns: Alber- 
shuusen, Almersback, Ebingen, Ednersback, Fellback, Gop- 
pingen, Holshausen, Kircheim, Monchberg, Scheilibach,

Over a period of 15 years the work in Germany has 
grown to outproportion that of North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Montana, Wyoming, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, with 
the exception of the Northwest Bible and Music Academy. 
I do no wish to stir up jealousy, but if it is godly jealousy, 
amen. It goes to show how God has poured out His Spirit, 
and that we must not neglect our duty in carrying the gos- 
pel to those who are so hungry, for it in these last and 
closing days. 

My overail observance of our work in Germany is that it 
represents much time, prayers, and effort, because of the 
many churches, buildings, size of membership, and atten- 
dance that is already a reality. 

The Lausters are working tirelessly day after day and 
night after night, as well as doing a good share of the 
manual labor in the construction of the buildings, without 
expecting any recompense. They go out into the timber 
and select the trees while standing that they would like to 
have. Then they and their wives and the members of the 
church and their wives gather out and work tirelessly in 
cutting these trees down, sawing them up, and getting 

hem ready to be used in church buildings. All of the wom-

eo. are doing their part in providing sandwiches and 
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helping in every way they can. This has generated enthusi- 
asm among the ministers and workers as they give more 
cooperation, and this will bring about a steady increase, 
and the work is bound to prosper more and more. 

I was amazed to know that Brother Lambert Delong and 
Sister Bobbie Lauster, who had been in Germany only 
about a year, have almost mastered the language. They 
sing in German, preach in German, talk in German, and 
actually they almost act and look like Germans. There is 
no harm in that. We are glad that God is blessing and that 
these young people have answered the call and are render- 
ing a great service in this land. 

If anyone wishes to support the cause in Germany as an 
individual, or if any local church group is interested, feel 
free to contact our office, and we will help you in any way 
possible and give all the information necessary to satisfy 
those who wish to give of their temporal means to carry 
this great work on until Jesus’ second coming.

A Cll fr India

The call from India today is the 
cry of the man of Macedonia, “Come 
over and help us.” Millions of hands 
are lifted up to you, shouting in their 
agony. Will you come? 

A little boy once ran to meet his 
father returning from office. The 
man saw his son starting from home, 
but missed him after a while. He 
thought the boy was hiding behind 
some tree to play tricks with him, and 
so forgot all about him by the time 
he reached home. Minutes passed in- 
to hours, and it became quite dark. It 
was only then that the father realized 
the absence of his little son. With 
lantern in hand, he ran to the place 
where he had last seen the boy. He 
looked for him all over the place, but 
the boy was nowhere to be found. 
Suddenly he was reminded of a deep 
pit little out of the way. He ran to the 
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place and looked in. There, in the 
light of the lantern, he saw the form 
of his dear little son lying wounded 
and bleeding, half dead with fear and 
pain. At the sound of the father’s 
voice the weary head was lifted and 
in a tone that spoke more of sorrow 
than relief, he said, “Father, why 
didn’t you come earlier? Every minute 
I was expecting you.” The father had 
no words to answer. 

Millions of India’s children, dear to 
your Saviour, and therefore dear to 
you, also, are lying wounded and dy- 
ing. They are expecting you every mo- 
ment to come and save them. Child 
of God saved by grace, will you listen 
to their cry, and come to save them? 
Thousands, rather millions, sre grop- 
ing in darkness, and they are expect- 
ing each moment that passes by that 
someone who loves them will come to 





their aid. But that “someone” is just 
forgetting and letting those poor souls 
die, while it is within his power to 
reach out his hand and save them! Is 
that “someone” you, dear brother? 

A little boy got saved in a Sunday 
School. A few days after this, a man 
met him. He wanted to test the boy’s 
faith. “Are y ou _ sure, my lad,” -he 
asked him, “that Jesus loves you?” “I 
am sure of it, sir. I know my Jesus 
loves me,” the boy answered promptly. 
“Tf He really loves you, why doesn’t 
He take better care of you? Why does- 
n’t He tell somebody to give you bet- 
ter food and better clothing and a 
more comfortable place to sleep in? 
Look, your clothes are all torn, and I 
find from your face that you had no 
breakfast this morning,” the man 
said. The boy bent down his head and 
stood thinking for a little while. Then 
he suddenly lifted up his head, and, 
with tears in his eyes, said, “I believe, 
sir, my Jesus does tell somebody, but 
somebody forgets.” 

Is that somebody you, brother? The 
Lord tells somebody; “somebody” is to 
relieve the needs of the suffering mil- 
lions of India—to save them especial- 
ly from spiritual starvation and death. 
Are you among the hundreds and the 
thousands who are forgetting to obey 
the Lord’s command? Think! God has 
given you many good gifts. He has 
given you health and strength, a fine, 
beautiful v o ice, perhaps plenty of 
money, too, and more than all these 
He has given you the blessed experi- 
ence of full salvation in Jesus Christ. 
Through His grace alone, and not by 
your own merits, you received them 
from Him. He wants you now to use 
them all for His glory, to help the 
poor, to dry their tears, to lighten 
their burdens, to speak to them of Je- 
sus, and to sing to them of the won- 
derful love of the heavenly Father. 

Are you forgetting to do that for 
your Lord and for His little ones? 
Think! Think most seriously! 

Qh, what a pity! Men are bargain- 
ing for money when precious souls 
whom they could easily save are pass- 
ing away in front of their very eyes. 
Many children of God are equally as 
calloused as these hardhearted fisher- 
men were. Perhaps, dear brother, dear 
sister, you may be among that group, 
too. Men are dying; souls are perish- 
ing in front of your eyes whom you 
could easily save if you only yielded 
yourselves entirely into your Lord’s 
hands. You are sitting looking on, 
careless and indifferent about what 
may happen to those dear people 
whom your Saviour’s heart is still 
bleeding to save from the grip of sin. 
Perhaps you want to help them, but 
before you make up your mind to do 
anything for them, you waste precious 
time speculating about the possible 
amount of comfort you may expect 
to find in your blessed land, and dis- 
cussing details of your remuneration 
with the authorities who offer to send 
you out. Leave all those considerations 
in the hands of your Lord. He will 
work them out for you in His plan. He 
will provide for you wonderfully. Child 
of God, do not delay. What did our 
Lord say when He called His disciples? 
“Come ye after me, and I will make 
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you fishers of men.” Do you say that 
when our Lord commanded His dis- 
ciples to go round all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature 
He meant only those few disciples 
who had gathered that day on the 
mount of Olives? 

No, t h a t same voice, grave and 
sweet, that reiterated on the moun- 
tain top that day, commanding His 
disciples to go out into all the world 
and preach the gospel to all creation, 
is calling out to you, also, today. You 
cannot pretend not to hear it; nor 
can you neglect that commandment. 
It comes from your Lord. You have to 
go. You have to lay aside your am- 
bitions, whatever they may be, and 
go and preach the gospel. Will you go? 

Or, He may be wanting your money 
to be utilized for His glory, to spread 
the gospel into dark heathen lands. 
Will you give it to Him, or are you 
going to heap it up in the bank where 
“moth and rust doth consume, and 
where thieves break through and 
steal’? 

If you cannot do either of these, it 
may be the Lord is merely waiting 
you to pray earnestly for the success 
of the evangelistic work the other 
children of God are carrying on in 
different parts of the world. Will you 
do that for Him? Will you be on your 
knees as often as you can, praying 
for India? Will you set apart a defi- 
nite time each day for doing that, and 
do it earnestly and pleadingly? May 
God help you to do that for His glory, 
and reward you bountifully in His 
own good time. 


Dear brothers and sisters, I was 
among you for the last four months, 
and you were very good to me. The 
sweet fellowship and the real cooper- 
ation I enjoyed in your midst is mem- 
orable in my life. Even half was not 
told to me about the Church of God, 
which is one of the greatest move- 
ments in America. I am proud that I 
am one of the ministers in this great 
organization, and I believe that each 
member of this movement will do his 
level best to keep the standard of our 
Church and make it a church with 
more spirit of evangelization. I am 
thanking all the dear brethren with 
whom I came in contact during my 
short stay here in the U. S. A., for the 
great hospitality and brotherliness 
they have shown toward me, especial- 
ly our Missions Board who helped me 
to come to America and get in touch 
with this blessed work. I came here 
as a man who knew something about 
this organization of which I am also 
a member. But I am going back with 
a heart full of gratitude toward my 
God who brought all these things to 
pass, considering myself as an out- 
and-out member of the Church of 
God, and spend the rest of my life in 
His vineyard. 

Dear ones, I know I shall never be 
able to come back to America and see 
you all in person. But I know I can 
meet all the redeemed ones in that 
glory land where we can ever be, with- 
out separation, with our blessed Lord. 
I shall appreciate very much if you 
would kindly correspond with me.—

Here in Cristo we have started a 
Bible school in a small way, and are 
realizing success. We have thirteen 
students studying and preparing for 
full-time Christian service. I just fin- 
ished correcting the monthly test pa- 
pers tonight and am so encouraged 
because of the grades they made. Most 
all of them made from 85 to 98 points 
on the examination that few youn 
people of their age would have passed. 
These students are poor, many of 
them without money to buy even 
copybooks, but their hearts are filled 
with a zeal to work for God; there- 
fore, they study the Word with glad- 
ness. Sometimes they have to come to 
class with tattered clothes, but we are 
waiting to receive something better 
when we have finished our earthly 
course. Until then we are willing to 
continue our crusade against evil.

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e Installing a Pastor in a Hamlet 


in Guatemala

One of the things of interest was a 
trip that we made recently to a little 
mountain hamlet close to where we 
live, but far away because of the dif- 
ficulty in getting to it. For some time 
now, this little village has had one 
single church—the Church of God. 
The local pastor has gone as often as 
he could to take care of the congre- 
gation, but most recently with the 
added charge of eight other churches, 
as their district pastor, he was unable 
to visit them with the frequency he 
had desired, and could not give them 
the attention they needed. However, 
another of our workers, who for a few 
years had worked as a travelling per- 
sonal worker, was again available for 
a pastoral charge. The district pastor 
and I approached him on accepting 
this challenge among his own tribe, 
and for some reason he was uninter- 
ested. I tried to present to him the 
great need o wens these 
“lone” sheep, and finally we left him 
to decide within two weeks. 

Charlotte and I prayed earnestly 
and sincerely to the Lord to open his 
heart to the needs of these poor In- 
dian brethren who so anxiously de- 
sired someone to bring them the good 
news during those days! Such is the 
soul-travail work of the missionary 
which can not be shown on our slides 
or movies or in our talks in itinerary 
work in the homeland, but which, 
nevertheless, is a most important and 
ever-gratifying work to the mission- 
ary, his Lord, and his Church. Before 
the two weeks were up, the worker 
came to our door again. This time, 
his visit was laconic. “How do you feel 
concerning t he appointment?” he 
asked without a word of greeting. 
“Just as I- did,” I replied, “but I am 
waiting for the Lord to talk to you.” 
“When do we go?” was his only reply. 


*God had answered prayer. 


We set a date to take him to the 
congregation for the pastoral instal- 
lation service, and on that date we 
started out with him and the district 
pastor in the Chevrolet as far as the 
car would go. In the little village 
where we left the car we visited the 
pastor of our church there, and with 
his added forces to our “gospel army” 
we moved on. We stopped in Indian 
huts all along the way, praying for 
the sick and comforting the believers, 
while — the glad news of sal- 
vation thro the blood to those who 
had not fully understood until we 
came to our next station, another of 
our churches. There, several of the be- 
lievers joined us and gave Charlotte 
and me a mule and a horse re- 
spectively to continue our journey. 
D own the mountains, across icy 
streams and up the other side we rode, 
constantly probing the rebellious 
horses and mules onward and upward. 

Ultimately we arrived; our altitude 
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was now over the 10,000-foot mark. 
Our surroundings showed it, for here 
the wind blew furiously; trees were 
few, and our sure mark of altitude 
was the pajon, a long grass that grows 
in tufts in the penetrating cold of the 
altitude. Before Charlotte arrived, ov- 
er her “Lee College” sweater she had 
acquired, first from one sister, then 
another, an Indian shawl and a hand- 
woven cloth for her shoulders and 
head to keep her warm. 

After a cup of tea our service began. 
Some of the brethren were so happy 
to see us and to have church after 
so many days without the Word that 
they only sat and cried for joy. 

In my sermon, I tried to put over, 
as best I could in Spanish, to our 
Quiche-speaking group, two ints: 
first, that the new pastor was feed 
the Church of God; and second, that 
the church was to feed the pastor by 
tithes, offerings, and firstfruits. As we 
laid hands on the new pastor, we felt 
the Spirit of the Lord and knew that 
we were in His will, for the congrega- 
tion and the pastor were, indeed, con- 
tent in the Lord. 

As we came back by night, one sis- 
ter fell into the ravine, for the way 
was dark and dangerous, the moun- 
tain passes narrow, and there was no 
moon to guide the way. Had the prec- 
ipice been straight down, as is too of- 
ten the case here in Guatemala, it 
would have meant certain death. 
(Many, many Indians meet their 
Christless eternity by just such a 
death, because of trying to stagger 
home after drinking the potent 
aguardiente.) But the Lord upheld 
her with His hand, and with only a 
few scratches and bruises, she testi- 
— in a later service of the Lord’s 

elp. 

I wanted to tell you of this trip, 
Brother Walker, to show you the dif- 
ference in placing pastors to the sy- 
stem at home and to let you know 
that we are continuing in the work 
the Lord has given us. 

Keep praying for us, and we are 
praying for you daily.

We meet 
every Saturday evening at 7 p. m. in 
winter.and 7:30 p. m. in summer. A 
program, including singing, reciting, 
reading, and very often a little ser- 
mon, is drawn up by different mem- 
bers of the committee on consecutive 
evenings.

BACK ON THE JOB IN HAITI 
By Odine Morse 


It has been a month since I re- 
turned to Haiti, and what a busy 
month it has been. There are so many 
things that I had become accustomed 
to in Haiti before that had to be got- 
ten used to all over. The multitudes 
eee the streets, the noise every- 
where, the slowness of the people, the 
poverty—all these things make you 
realize that you are really in a for- 
eign country. 

It was quite a disappointment to us 
that James and Virginia Beaty would 
not be able to come at the time we 
had planned, and that I would be 
coming alone. The permission for 
their residence visas had not yet been 
sent to Miami from Haiti. Without 
that it was useless for them to think 
of entering Haiti for a stay of three 
years. Experiences of the past have 
taught us that a little delay to get 
the right papers saves a lot of delay 
later on. So I came alone the ist of 
September. Early the next morning I 
began my rounds of government of- 
fices’ checking on their papers. Fin- 
ally, on the morning of the 4th, the 
cablegram granting permission for 
their visas was sent. I was a very hap- 
py person the next day when I saw 
them’ alight from the plane. 

With no. further trouble we were 
able to get them registered with the 
Government, and in an amazingly 
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short time, for Haiti, all the boxes 
and baggage had been received 
through the Douane, the Beatys had 
registered for French lessons, we had 
begun visiting churches, and we were 
settled into a regular routine for mis- 
sion work in Haiti. 

We have seen all our district pastors 
and reports of the work are very en- 
couraging. One of the greatest needs 
that we have encountered is that of 
grade schools. We have had requests 
for six new schools. Our budget for 
the year included only those schools 
already established. One need was 
made so plain to us this past Sunday 
as we visited our Fort Jacques Church 
for a convention and the dedication 
of the new Odessa, Texas, Memorial 
building there. No less than fifty chil- 
dren came marching around the hill- 
side and into the church singing. 
They presented a program, most of 
which was quoting scripture verses. 
Those fifty children are without a 
school of any kind. We had special of- 
ferings sufficient to pay teachers for 
these six schools for three months. We 
are opening them in faith. For as lit- 
tle as $48 each they could be kept 
open the remainder of the _ school 
year. 

We are beginning to build at Go- 
naives. Materials were bought here, 
and a Haitian sailboat was chartered 
to carry them to Gonaives, which is 
90 miles to the north. It was very in- 
teresting to watch at the docks as the 


crude little vessel was being loaded. 
We wondered if ever before a church 
building had been loaded onto a sail- 
boat. Brother Beaty and Brother La- 
combe went up by station wagon to lay 
off the foundation of. the building. 
They had quite an experience. As they 
were hard at work cutting the under- 
brush and burning it, they were sud- 
denly interrupted and marched off to 
jail by a cocky policeman who was 
misinterpreting the old law about 
burning timber. Brother Lacombe was 
actually behind bars, while Brother 
Beaty went with the officers to find 
the chief. After some delay and ex- 
plaining, they were allowed to go 
about their business. 

And so goes life in Haiti. The needs 
are great, and one of the greatest is 
for prayer. Since my visit to the 
States, where I saw such a wonderful 
mission spirit prevailing, I feel sure 
that the people at home are behind us 
100 per cent, and we humbly appreci- 
ate that assurance. The Beatys will be 
writing next month.
